There is not an 
atom in'''.tho''body, of any living creature 
thut is not a pnrt(0f ono which may hove 
existed in.,; a-''body -living and breathing 
many thousand yo'irs ago. And this re- 
lationship, bo;it lemarkod', between an 
atom no.w living and that from which It 
wus produced", is of a more Intimate nature 
than that bbrno by progeny to parents. 
Colls, as they receive on aggregation of 
nutrient material and endow it with life, 
IncrcaBo.in.6izo and multiply by flsaiou. 
So In a short'timo any particular cell may 
be multiplied a thousandfold, and of those 
none can ha assigned priority, nnd each 
may bo regarded as tho original cell. 


Though Qtto11 constituent clement of our 


bodies may be looked upon in a certain 
souse as an independent living being, there 
are some of'theso which aro more highly 
organized than others, which possess tho 
power of locomotion aud exoroiso some of 
tho functions of tho higher (orins of life. 
Such are the white corpusc.los of tho bkad, 
termed phagocytes by Metchnlkoff, un 
eminent Russian naturalist and patholo- 
gist.

Ono of tho Modem Machines Will Turn 


Out Eight Thousand an Hoar. 


There is scarcely a woman living who 


does noc use the common and overyday pin 
every day more or less} "but few, however, 
ever think how it is made. To complete « 
pin it has to go-through many hands be- 
fore it is ready 'for the consumer. It is a 
very delicate article to handle, and tho cost 
of building the machines to make it is the 
greatest outlay. 
The wire from which 


those pins are" manufactured is specially 
prepared and comes to the factory on largo 
reels-very much like gigantic cotton spools. 


The wire is first turned through eight 


or ton little copper.rollers. This is to get 
all the band and hink;outof it—in other 
words, to straighten It perfectly. After this 
preliminary operation is completed it is 
once more wound on a very large reel, 
which is attached to'" tliB • machine that 
•makes tho pins. Ono of'those machines 
makes on an average 8,000 pins an hour, 
and some large factories will often havo 
•30 or 40 machines at work at one time. 
After tho pins aro released from tho grip

The germs 
of the parttculiir disorder, after passing 
through various processes of inoculation 
and thereby' deprived • of much of their 
vlrulonco, were introduced into tho system 
of the patient, unfortunately sometimes 
with very dangerous results. Though Dr. 
Pasteur's method-is probably a stop in the 
right direction and has been adopted by 
other eminent physician?, so far tho re- 
sults obtained have not beun very satisfac- 
tory. 
Tho knowledge recently gained,however, 


relative to phagocytes nnd the functions 
they perform-in tho animal economy will 
doubtless gro'a'tly aid the bacteriologist in 
pursuing Ms'inveetigations and in com- 
bating' diseases. He/knows now what ho 
never knew before—that there is an army 
ot workers ucd fighters oxi-;tingin thu hu- 
man body to reader him efficient in his 
efforts to prevent or to cure disease and 
avert clench. Those microscopic creatures 
while employed afthoir normal function 
of aiding in carrying-on tho nutritive proc- 
esses in tho body are always on cha ulerc 
to prevent. surprises; by tho minute foes 
that threaten the life of the organism.

When wo purchase 
tools to be used continuously, as a spado 
is used when cutting a ditch, we use the 
scale to detect difference in weight, giv- 
ing tho preference to the lighter tool if 
tha quality is aotHSeSciant. It is not al- 
ways the.-hoaviest-handle or even tho 
heaviest blade.in a tool that will stand 
tho most work. 


A properly adjusted grade line will 


save handling mnoh soil.and enable the • 
workman to lay the tile-as -fast as tha 
ditch is finished, aud it is unsafe to fin- 
ish digging a very long line before lay- 
ing tho tile. Making tomorrow the most 
convenient time to lay the tile has often 
catiECd a much longer delay on account oS 
a rain or frostiduring the night, spoiling 
the ditch by tho slumping in of tho sidea 
and requiring the work to be done over 
again. It took two lossons of this kind. 
fully to imp,ress'-the importance of this „ 
matter on our-minds. 


When the weather is changeable, 


freezing and thawing by turns, it is of- 
ten advisable to tako off. the top spado 
while the soil. is in good condition to 
work. 
Then when frozen in the mom- 


ings, the work can go on without wait- 
ing for a thaw. When this is done, tho 
crncibs should not be thrown out till 
ready to complete the work, for they 
prevent the solid soil- below from freez- 
ing, and theii.itooi freezing and thaw- 
ing will simply cause as mnch more 
loo=e soil to'fal'l into tho cutting.
